TER CRIMINAL MIND OF 
CENTURY

Criminal Courtroom, Chicago. Aug 
I.- The object of Leopold anil Loeb 
in killing Robert Franks, 14-year-old 
school boy, was to commit the “ per­ 
fect crime,” Dr. William A. White, 
Washington, I). C., alit*nist, testified 
today at the judicial hearing of N a­ 
th an Leopold and Richard Loeb for 
th e m urder of Robert. 
Dr. W hite said Loeb told him that 
he and Leopold had discussed com­ 
m itting murder long before F ra n k s 
xvas killed and had considered v ari­ 
ous persons, including their parents, 
but they decided that to kill a m em­ 
ber of the immediate family would 
hamper their free movement. 
“ The real object of the 
m urder 
was to commit the ‘perfect crim e’,” 
Dr. W hite testified. 
“ The idea for 
the master criminal to do a good job.

A great intellec­

W hite Baid, -‘as a master criminal - 
the master criminal mind of the cen­ 
tury 
directing great hands of crim ­ 
inals in their underworld activities ” 
“ He also tho u g h t himself a great 
detective, planning great crimes and 
then imagin in g himself as the detec­ 
tive who traced and captured 
the 
criminals.”

Loeb 
walked the streets, 
im agining

was the head of a criminal band d ir­ 
ecting w h at houses to rob.

to 
small 
towns to grab the cjty and rounty 
commercial printing where they can 
get it ami to pick tip smaller Jobs at 
jpoat or less as fillers. 
Disloyalty to the home paper and 
the home printers upon the part of 
the people of the town 1» gradually 
forcing many of them out of busi­ 
ness. 
Men with money today are m ighty 
shy about risking any of it in 
a 
newspaper or print shop.

named by the Chamber of Commerce, In» had g iv en mu ch of his 
time and attention to the matter and had arou sed interest in the 
su bject. 
How can tax es be redu ced? asks the av erag e man. 
Well, if 
the av erag e man will apply the qu estion to his hou sehold man­ 
ag ement, he will find the answer. 
Shou ld y ou r hou sehold be re­ 
qu ired to sav e, to come within a certain bu dg et, it wou ld prob­ 
ably find certain thing s which can be dispensed with. 
It wou ld 
find where other ex pense a may lie cu t down. And it wou ld closely 
scan the pu rchasing power of ev ery dollar. 
A hig h tax rate may tie necessary some y ears, bu t it is not 
attractiv e if continu ed annu ally . 
It w ill cau se a newcomer to shy 
from a town or cou nty . Kv ery homeseeker, whether town or cou n­ 
try , tu rns his ey e to the tax sheet. 
The Morrison Cou nty Tax Redu ction Leag u e worked slowly 
bu t su rely and has already chalked down a nu mber of achiev e­ 
ments. it has held three mass meeting s and these hav e been dis­ 
continu ed becau se no hall was larg e enou g h to hold the crowd 
of tax pay ers that g athered. A farm ers’ org anization tu rned ov er 
some money to the Leag u e for ex pense money , and that shows 
clearly what interest the farmers take in tax es. 
The Crow Wing Cou nty Tax Redu ction Leag u e charg es no 
membership fee and collects no du es. 
It is financed by v olu ntary 
contribu tions. 
That makes it clearly a tru e citizenship proposi­ 
tion where the labor of one will benefit all, where the labor of the 
Leag u e will no dou bt benefit the material well being of ev ery one 
in the cou nty . 
It is in su ch spirit that the Leag u e starts its 
work and hopes to he of real benefit to the entire commu nity .

It will listen to adv ice, 
to su g g estions, to recommendations.

ing ton, 1). C., had this to say : “The fact stands, that the enormou s 
stay -at-home v ote of today is su fficient to chang e the resu lt of the 
presidential election in a v ast majority of states. 
The stay -at- 
home army of 25,000,000 can elect or defeat any candidate. 
Upon 
the ability and efficiency of national and state committees in mobil­ 
izing the stay -at-homes and conv erting them to acliv t electors 
hang s many an election.”

T he Crow Win# County Tax Reduction League has adopted 
its amended constitution and has now gotten under way. 
Presi­ 
dent A. M. Op.-ahl, elected at the July 28 meeting, was given the 
position of president, because as chairman of the committee first 
named by the Chamber of Commerce, he had given much of his 
time and attention to the m atter and had aroused interest in the 
subject. 
How can taxes be reduced? asks the average man. 
Well, if 
the average man will apply the question to his household m an­ 
agement, he will find the answer. 
Should your household be re­ 
quired to save, to come within a certain budget, it would prob­ 
ably find certain things which can be dispensed with. 
It would 
find where other expenses may be cut down. 
And it would closely 
scan the purchasing power of every dollar. 
A high tax rate may be necessary some years, but it is not 
attractive if continued annually. 
It will cause a newcomer to shy 
from a town or county. Every homeseeker, whether town or coun­ 
try, turns his eye to the tax sheet. 
The Morrison County Tax Reduction League worked slowly 
but surely and has already chalked down a number of achieve­ 
ments. It has held three mass meetings and these have been dis­ 
continued because no hall was large enough to hold the crowd 
of taxpayers that gathered. A farm ers’ organization turned over 
some money to the League for expense money, and that shows 
clearly what interest the farm ers take in taxes. 
The Crow Wing County Tax Reduction League charges no 
membership fee and collects no dues. 
It is financed by voluntary 
contributions. 
That makes ii clearly a (rue citizenship proposi­ 
tion where the labor of one will benefit all, where the labor of the 
League will no doubt benefit the material well being of every one 
in the county. 
It. is in such spirit that the League starts its 
work and hopes to be of real benefit to the entire community. 
It will work slowly, thoroughly scanning every proposition sub­ 
mitted, hearing both sides of any question. It will listen to advice, 
to suggestions, to recommendations. 
Every taxpayer is urged to 
send in his name to the secretary and become a member of the 
League.

I n order to assure organized effort to get out the “stay-at- 
home vote” next November, there has been organized at W ash­ 
ington a “National Get-Out-The-Vote Club.” 
This organization 
will assist in the formation of local clubs throughout the country, 
without regard to party lines, all working to the one end of in­ 
ducing all voters to register and to vote. 
Quoting from a review compiled by Collier’s Weekly, the new 
organization calls attention to the fact thai the stay-at-homo 
habit is increasing. 
In 1896, 80 per cent of the qualified voters 
cast ballots; in 1.900, 73 per cent; in 1908, GG per cent; in 1912, 
G2 per cent; in 1920 less than 50 per cent. 
In a recent statement on the subject, Simon Michelet of W ash­ 
ington, D. C., had this to say: “The fact stands, th a t the enormous 
stay-at-home vote of today is sufficient to change the resell of the 
presidential election in a vast majority of states. 
Tho stay-at- 
home arm y of 25,000,000 can elect or defeat any candidate. 
Upon 
the ability and efficiency of national and stale committees in mobil­ 
izing the stay-at-homes and converting them to active electors 
hangs many an election.” 
The women in Minnesota had a get-out-the-vote campaign 
and in spite of the preparatory work carried on, the results 
achieved were not very encouraging. 
It points to the fact that 
continual agitation will be necessary to rouse the average citizen 
from his lethargy, to convince him that the salvation of the coun­ 
try lies in an alert citizenship which does its duty at the ballot 
box, at primaries as well as general elections. 
It often happens that the man or woman who has not voted 
is most free in criticism of candidates nominated at a primary, 
and who is the first to deplore the quality selected. 
A republic 
is founded on the supposition that every citizen will take an inter­ 
est in his government. 
If this is not done, then no one can com­ 
bat the formation of the small groups, selfish maybe in their pur­ 
poses, who make minority rule ell'ective and impose their will on 
the great majority, too supine to vote at elections.
